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IDC Wants Gillette 


$1 Million Article Supported 


Wolf Berthold, chairman of the 
Andover Industrial & Development 
Commission, released today a six 
part statement from his committee 
outlining the basis for its support 
of a Town Meeting article to finance 
municipal utilities and improved 
roadways for the Lowell Junction 
industrial zone, 

The Selectmen are asking ap= 
proval Monday for a $1 million 
bond issue for extensions of water 
and sewer lines into the un- 
developed industrial area and for 
improvements to local streets 
which connect Lowell Junction with 
Route 93, 

The proposal is coming before 
a Special Town Meeting because 
Gillette Safety Razor Co, has a 
commitment with town officials to 
build a 500,000 sq, ft, warehouse 
and packaging plant on 140 acres 
of land it has optioned, if water, 
sewer lines and better roads can 
be provided, 

Reprinted in full is the text of 
Mr, Berthold’s statement: 

“The announcement concerning 
Gillette has raised many questions 
of how such a plant would affect 
our Town, The policy by which 
the Andover Development & Indus» 
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trial Commission has been 
governed for a number of years 
says that ‘*Andover should remain 
primarily a residential town’’, but 
that for ‘‘the best balanced use of 
Andover’s resources ,.. anappro= 
priate number of suitable enter= 
prises’’ should be included, 

Generally, people want industry 
in their town or city for three 
reasons: 

1) Jobs for people, 

2) Payrolls to keep stores going, 

8) Lower taxes, 

‘“*Many people in Andover may 
not be much concerned with items 
1) and 2), but those in Lawrence, 
Lowell etc, certainly are, In our 
closely knit society, can we in An= 
dover afford to be blind to the 
economic welfare of our neigh= 
bors? The economic improvement 
which has occurred in the Merri= 
mack Vafley over the last fifteen 
years has also made Andover a 
happier Town, If an industry wants 
to settle specifically in Andover 
because it cannot find a suitable 
location elsewhere in this vicinity 
we should accommodate it, always 
provided, of course, that: 

a) it will also benefit us by 
lowering our taxes, and 

b) it will not harm us with re- 
gard to school needs, Town 
services, its effect on the resi= 
dential neighbors, air and water 
pollution, etc,

signed after “‘the great organ’ of 
the 1860's, the Boston Music Hall 
Organ, now at Methuen Music Hall, 


The designer of the Tabernacle 
Organ, Joseph Ridges, converted 
to The Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints in Australia, 
was commissioned by Brigham 
Young to build an organ for the 
great Tabernacle, then under con= 
struction, Ridges’ project took 
twelve years to complete, 


Ridges traveled to Boston for 
materials and saw the Boston 
Music Hall instrument, then only 
two years old, Comparing the 
Tabernacle Organ with the Boston 
organ, it is evident that the Boston 
instrument made a great impres= 
sion on him, Apparently Ridges 
adapted some of the exterior de= 
sign and a few of the inner intrt- 
cacies for the instrument he was 
to build in the West, 

In 1884, however, the Boston 
organ was ‘‘expelled’® from the 


Music Hall to make room for the 
newly founded Boston Symphony 
Orchestra, W. B. Grover pure 
chased the instrument for $5,000, 
less than a 10th of the original 
cost. 

When Grover died, the organ was 
sold at auction in 1897 to settle 
his estate. The purchaser was 
Edward F, Searles of Methuen and 
the price was $1500, Searles re= 
built the organ and provided a new 
home for it, Serlo Hallin Methuen, 

Upon the death of Mr, Searles 
in 1920, the property passed 
through several hands until 1946, 
when a group of Methuen citizens 
incorporated to preserve the organ 
and its home, After years of in= 
activity and obscurity, the Boston 
Organ returned tothe public scene, 

In the meantime, its step=child, 
the Tabernacle Organ, had ac= 
chieved world fame and recogni- 
tion, On Aug, 24, the Tabernacle 
Organ’s companion, the Tabere 
nacle Choir will give its first 
New England performance since 
1958, when it sings at Narragane 
sett Park in Pawtucket, R. I,

Town Meeting 


The School 


Andover needs the Bancroft School. 

She needs it so badly that it would be filled to near 
capacity if the building were up and the doors open this 
September. By the time the school is in place, the need 
for elementary classrooms will be all the greater. 

This fact puts a pressure on Town Meeting, a sort of 
pressure that some taxpayers resent. In all fairness, 
though it is a pressure that must be borne with equanimity 
for it has been self imposed. Andover has traditionally 
procrastinated rather than swallow the bitter pill of 
capital expenditures when they were altogether timely. 
Consequently, most of the problems confronting the town 
today come with a built-in urgency. 

The Bancroft School proposal deserves broad public 
support on the basis of merit, however. The townspeople 
need not feel that because there is an immediate demand 
for the school, they are being pushed to pay for an inferior 
product. 

The design for the building has proved controversial, 
but the plan for it has been carefully executed to in- 
corporate all that the school department requested with a 
bonus for the children. The Warner ‘‘castle’’ is designed 
to be something more than an education factory: it is 
meant to create an environment for elementary schooling 
that. will stimulate the imagination of young minds and 
encourage them to reach out for learning. In parts of the 
country where the construction of sterile, tile egg crates 
has already been abandoned, it would not be considered 
revolutionary at all, 


By Monday night, when the bids are in, the Bancroft 
building committee will be in a position to present the 
most complete school proposal ever brought before a Town 
Meeting in Andover. Unless the economic facts are at 
serious odds with the estimates of the architect, authori- 
zation for the bond issue should be approved with dis- 
patch, 


A Golden Keg 


This community is going to grow. So long as it has 
charm and open land, it will attract people who appreciate 
these commodities and they will be the sort of people who 
expect quality — first rate schools and first rate municipal 
services, 

Andover will experience this kind of growth in spite of 
herself, and homeowners will bear an increasing burden 
unless the tax base is broadened to keep pace with re- 
sidential development. 

The reasons for approval of Article 4 at Monday’s Town 
Meeting are as simple as that. 

One million dollars is a lot of money, but a one million 
dollar investment that will yield a minimum of $125,000 
per year in taxes is a downpayment on a Golden Egg. 
This is what voters are asked to authorize in response to 
a commitment from Gillette Safety Razor Co. that it will 
construct a warehouse — packaging plant in Lowell Junc- 
tion if it can be provided with water, sewer and decent 
access roads, 

It is impossible to calculate the potential. Gillette it- 
self is already talking of an expansion that would raise 
its tax bill to $225,000. In addition to this, the town can 
expect others to be interested in Lowell Junction as an 
industrial site once the utilities problems are solved. 

It is seldom that a community has an opportunity to reap 
such benefit without assuming real risk. Many towns have 


had to develop industrial parks on speculation in order to 
attract industry. But Andover is in a position to move 
with a guarantee from Gillette and without any obligation 
to act at all if the company, for any reason, should be 
unable to honor its commitment. 

Everything about this potential is tailor made. Gillette 
plans the sort of quiet, clean unobtrusive industry that 
Andover has said it wants. The location it has chosen is 
proximate to a major highway, eliminating the possibility 
of traffic congestion in heavily populated areas. 

And though the company anticipates an initial employ- 
ment of 600, the employment of such a force, or an even 
larger one later on, can be expected to have a minimal 
effect on the local demand for schools and services. 
Gillette would draw upon the widespread labor market that 
serves Raytheon and Western Electric, both of which have 
brought fewer residents to Andover than the highly pro- 
fessional spage-age industries that have sprung up along 
Route 128 and elsewhere within commuting distance. The 
Industrial & Development Commission is armed with 
statistics to prove this point. 

In a mobile age, it is foolish to cling to the notion that 
Andover can shut the world out. For once, she can be 
smart and share in the industrial growth as well as the 
population growth of this corner of the country. 

Article 4 should be given unanimous support. 


A Compromise 


A few weeks ago, in the process of drawing the warrant 
for the August 21 Town Meeting, the Selectmen challenged 
the School Committee to justify its request for a new 
elementary school in West Andover rather than an addition 
to the present West School. 

It was apparent this week that neither the Selectmen 
nor the Finance Committee was impressed with the re- 
sult. 

The School Committee left defense of its position to 
Supt. Edward I. Erickson who, with the use of school 
population statistics convinced all the official family 
that a 12 room addition to the West School — all that had 
ever been contemplated — would not solve the space 
problem in that part of town. 

He was less successful with his attempt to convince 
the Selectmen and Fin Com that Andover should persist in 
building 20-24 room schools with the idea that this is 
an optimum. In fact several officials, including some 
members of the School Committee, apparently became in- 
creasingly convinced that a larger school complex can 
have educational as well as economic advantages. 

Consequently, both boards responded quickly Monday 
to a compromise proposal from School Committeewoman 
Virginia H. Cole that a 24 room addition be built to the 
West School, which would more than satisfy immediate 
need aud at the same time forestall use of the High Plain 
Road — Cross Street site that planners fear would acceler- 
ate residential development of an area that is still some- 
thing of a wilderness. 

The Selectmen and Finance Committee agreed to stand 
united Monday in proposing the construction of such an 


addition in preference to the new school so far advocated 
by the school administration. 

It is a practical solution, one that the School Committee 
should advocate and one which should prove acceptable 
to Town Meeting when it votes architectural planning funds.

Dirty Water Plagues Bassett 


“It’s got to get worse before it 
gets better!"* 


This is the depressing news 
from Water Supt, DonaldC, Bassett 
for people living in West Andover 
and Shawsheen who have been 
muddling along with murky water 
for the past several weeks, 


The water department has tested 
out ‘‘a thousand and one’’ theories 
about what could be causing water 
in some parts of town to run rusty, 
but none has so far led to a solid 
answer, Bassett reports. A skin 
diver went into Haggett’s Pond last 
week to look for trouble at the 
intake, but found none, Since that, 
a systematic and accelerated pro= 
gram of flushing hydrants has 
been underway. 


Unfortunately, says Mr, Bassett, 
this will aggrevate the condition 
until lines can be cleared, 

The water superintendent knows 
that part of the problem at least 
can be blamed on the accumulation 
of rust in pipes that went without 
flushing during the years of 
heaviest drought, The fact that 
there is so much water and such 
heavy use of water this season, 
is probably also a factor, What 
else, if anything, is to blame, 
he has yet to discover, 

About all he has learned from 
submitting various samples for 
testing at the state lab in Lawe 
rence and consulting with outside 
experts is that many another com= 
munity is having similar 
mysterious problems,
